Vichy. France. Jan. 24 </P».—A 
new national council of nearly 200 
members was created bv Chief of 
State Philippe Petain 
today to 
share with the responsibility of di­ 
recting the government. 
An announcement 
by 
Petain 
more than a month ago forecast­ 
ing formation of the assembly said 
it would "give advice and assure 
useful contact between the chief 
of state and the people." 
The new body will be only pro­ 
visional until a new* constitution is 
created, it was explained, and 
while including many members of 
the old senate and chamber of 
deputies will not replace these two 
bodies. 
Havas, French News Agency, 
reported that the official journal 
would publish the new law creat­ 
ing the council and would name 
its members. 
They will not be appointed for 
fixed terms. 
The council will 
have 
neither 
constitutional nor legislative pow­ 
ers. 
It will be consulted only on 
questions submitted by Petain and 
its decisions will bo only "advice" 
to the chief of state, who need not 
follow it. 
Not only parliamentarians, but 
more than 40 representatives from 
agriculture, an "appreciable con­ 
tingent” from industry, prominent 
intellectuals and members of lib­ 
eral professions are to be given 
membership. 
Members of trade unions, skill­ 
ed workers and city 
and 
farm 
workers also will have a propor­ 
tionally larger place than in the 
last elected parliaments. 
A war 
veterans’ organization 
also 
will 
have members. 
Most members have more than 
four children and some have seven, 
nine and even ll. This was taken 
as a "sure guarantee" that the 
principle of family would be pro- 
j tected.

Mr. Hock look as his topic 'T w o 
sets of Four Horsemen," hut an 
appropriate heading would have 
bern "W ake Up. America.” It was 
a plea for action, for the assum p­ 
tion of resfKinsibility and for m ak­ 
ing one's life count. 
Tho speaker at the outset quot­ 
ed a few lines from a poem, "Bad 
Times," 
w ritten 
by 
Beaumont, 
English poet of the 17th century, 
who said "Why slander we the 
tim es?” and continued, "It's not 
the times are bad, hut m an.” 
To em phasize his point Mr. Hock 
reviewed the well-known story of 
Rip Van W inkle, who slept in the 
Catskills, under the influence of 
the potent "schnapps,” given him 
by the little men of the mountain, 
and awoke after 20 years to find 
that during his long nap his fel­ 
low men had been fighting and dy­ 
ing iii the long struggle for Am er­ 
ican liberty, while hanging over 
the door of the old inn. instead of 
a picture of George 111, was the 
picture of a man named W ashing­ 
ton. of whom Rip had never heard. 
"In my 
opinion, 
there are 
a 
whale of a lot of Rip Van W in­ 
kles in America today," said tho 
speaker. He added "I feel that we 
w aste too much precious time, ef­ 
fort and ability, trying to aw aken 
them . I wonder if it would not lie 
far better, far more effective in 
a persuasive sort of way, if we 
umhI more of that effort. time and 
ability, to further the cause to­ 
day, at a time when you and I 
must Ik* today’s patriots, today s 
Christians, today’s doers. As for 
me, I like to think that I am a 
typical young American. Sjieakmg 
as an American who has regis­ 
tered for the draft, I don't w ant 
lo sleep through the crisis th at is 
W orld W ar No. 2." 
"I don't w ant simply to get by; 
I w ant to make the most of this 
day and age," continued Mr. Hock. 
"I realize that I was born in the 
tw entieth century and I believe 
sincerely that I am going to die 
in it. Once I leave this earth I 
shall never come hack to it Thous­ 
a n d s of generations have gone op 
ii*'fore; thousands will follow, hut 
this century is mine. It lickings to 
mo I w ant so much to m ake the 
most of it ami I cannot m ake the 


most of it by being drowsy, by e a t- ! 
napping, by follow ing in Rip's foot 
steps. 
"So what ? The Rijis will share J 
in our loss and defeat, or w hatever j 
the result may be 
in our trium ph | 
and victory. So be it. It was ever] 
thus." 
Mr. Hock then referred to "The 
Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse,” 
w ritten by the Spanish liberal, 
Vincente Blanco Ihanez in 1918 — 
famine, disease, w ar and death. 
"These four horsemen,” he said, 
"have been riding throughout all 
history. Today they are riding as 
they never rode before. Yet I have 
hope, because throughout all his­ 
tory man, in spite of m an's in­ 
hum anity to man, has progressed. 
Civilization, in spite of many set­ 
backs. has marched everlastingly 
onw ard.” 
Horsemen of Salvation 
The speaker then spoke on the 
"four horsemen of salvation,” who 
"today m ust ride as they never 
rode before. You and I m ust do 
the riding,” he said, "regardless 
of w hether we are under 21 or 
over 35; regardless of w ealth or 
lack of w ealth; jiosition or lack of 
position; background or lack of 
background.” 
The four horsemen of salvation, 
named by Mr. Hock, are: Belief in 
an 
overpowering 
righteousness; 
belief in democracy; belief in my 
fellowman; belief in myself. 
In conclusion Mr. 
Hock 
said, 
"more than two thousand years 
ago Demosthenes implored his fel­ 
low’ Athenians, ’Men of Athens 
awake.' He told them w hat they 
already knew, that King Philip of 
Macedon, bent on world conquest. 
mail w ith ambition, and w ith a 
gigantic arm y to hack up his every 
wish was just outside their bor­ 
ders. Philip of Macedon was great 
in the eyes of Demosthenes not 
because of his own prowess hut 
because of the indifference of the 
Athenians. 
"Men 
of 
A t h e n s , 
aw ake." But, like dear old Rip, 
‘ they preferred to sleep. The rest is 
history. 
"Unless you and I ride hard as 
horsemen of salvation, then I p re­ 
dict that within just a eomjiara- 
t iv cly short tim e democracy, like 
the civilization that was M argaret 
M itchell’s old south, shall 
have 
gone w ith the wind. 
"D on't tell me that we don't 
have enough intelligence, enough 
ability, enough courage, 
enough 
determ ination, enough idealism, to 
m aster the problems of our day 
and age. But surely we cannot 
succeed, we cannot trium ph, by 
basking in tin* Limelight of a P a t­ 
rick Henry, a Thomas Jefferson. 
a George W ashington or an A bra­ 
ham Lincoln. They are dead. Their 
memories and their ideals live. We 
are the great and the near great 
and the little but all-im portant 
privates of our day. 
T h is day is ours. 
"This century is ours. 
"Men of America, awake! It is 
up to us 
which direction we will 
take; what course we will follow 
"It's not the times that are bad 
-it s m an.”
